They  both  have  served  one  term  as 
student  body  president.  And  they  both 
have  been  members  of  the  university 
resource  policy  committee  and  the 
Student  Union  Board  of  Governors 
(SUBOG1  Both  men  are  also  brothers 
in  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  fraternity  at 
EPFW 

The  two  men  are  Joe  Motherwell, 
student  body  president,  and  Don 
Gorney,  former  student  body 
president,  and  a  current  me  ber  of 
SUBOG.  Both  are  competing  in  the 
race  for  student  body  president  for  the 
academic  year  1986-87. 

"The  number  one  piece  of  ex- 
perience that  I  have  is  my  number  of 
years  (two)  as  a  retail  manager,"  said 
Motherwell  in  explaining  why  he  would 
be  a  better  candidate  for  president. 
"Plus,  the  past  year  I've  been  student 
body  president." 

Motherwell  was  regional  manager 
for  a  national  clothing  store,  and  also 
worked  as  a  merchandise  advisor  for 
the  same  national  chain. 

"I'm  a  full-time  student  and  I  was  a 
full-lime  president,"  said  Gorney 
explaining  why  he  would  make  a  better 
president.  "I'm  on  campus  everyday 
and  can  be  reached  when  needed. " 

Gorney  continued  to  explain  that 
probably  his  biggest  achievement  as 
student  body  president  in  the  year 
1964-85  was  to  build  a  better  repoire 
with  other  Indiana  campuses,  and  the 
main  campuses.  "It  just  hadn't  been 
done  in  the  past,"  said  Gorney.  "We're 
all  connected,  and  it's  kind  of  silly  for 
us  not  to  work  together." 

Gorney  and  Motherwell  have  equally 
long  lists  of  achievements  to  their 
credit  during  their  service  to  IPFW. 

Gorney   has  served  on  numerous 


committees,  including  the  university 
resource  policy  committee,  the  sub- 
committee on  athletics,  the  faculty- 
student  affairs  committee,  the  honors 
program  council,  and  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  for 
Indiana-Purdue  University 
Newspapers,  Inc.  He  is  a  current  and 
former  member  of  SUBOG,  where  he 
has  chaired  the  social  committee  and 
the  travel  committee.  Gorney  joined 
SUBOG  a  year  before  he  served  as 
president.  He  also  has  extensive 
service  on  Student  Senate  to  add  to  his 
list  of  credits.

students  and  toward  the  ad- 
ministration," explained  Motherwell. 
He  has  also  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Business  Student  Advisory  Board,  and 
a  member  of  the  1966  "Leadership 
Fori  Wayne"  Program.  He,  like 
Gorney,  has  served  on  SUBOG,  where 
he  chaired  the  social  committee,  the 
Red  Cross  Blood  Drive  committee,  and 
served  as  a  member  of  the  travel  and 
cultural  committees.

Motherwell's  campaign  brochure 
slates  that  one  of  his  goals  is  to 
"continue  the  positive  working 
relationship  with  campus  ad- 
ministration." "Either  we  have  a  very 
cooperative  chancellor's  office  or  I've 
developed  a  good  working  relationship 
with  them,"  said  Motherwell,  ex- 
plaining that  when  he  requests  a 
change  and  has  a  good  argument  to 
back  up  his  request,  "they  usually  say 

Gorney  aims  at  building  a  similar 
working  relationship  with  the  new 
incoming  chancellor  "One  goal  would 
be  lo  have  a  good  repoire  with  the 
incoming  chancellor  so  he  understands 
the  student  concernsof  the  campus."

Kenworthy  accepts  position  in  Missouri

On  June  30,  when  O.  Franklin 
Kenworthy  leaves  IPFW,  this  school 
will  be  losing  one  of  its  most  diverse 
and  involved  leaders. 

Kenworthy,  assistant  vice  chan- 
cellor and  dean  of  academic  services, 
will  assume  the  position  of  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Letters  at  South- 
western Missouri  State  University  on 
Julyl. 

"The  primary  (job)  is  to  get  the 
college  organization  in  place,"  Ken- 
worthy said  of  his  new  position.  "It's 
probably  not  a  lot  different  from  (the 
School  of)  Science  and  Humanities 
when  I  was  the  first  dean." 

Since  1967,  Kenworthy  has  served 
IPFW  in  several  areas.  "Frank 
Kenworthy  is  a  most  unusual  kind  of 
person  in  that  he  has  done  so  many 
things  and  done  them  well, ' '  said  John 
Carnaghi,  vice  chancellor  of  financial 
affairs,  of  Kenworthy 's  versatility. 

In  the  almost  20  years  Kenworthy 
has  been  at  IPFW,  he  has  served  in 
academic  areas  as  well  as  ad- 
ministrative areas  He  began  at  IPFW 
in  1967  as  an  instructor  of  speech  and 
theatre.  Since  then  he  has  served  as  an 
assistant  and  associate  professor  in 
the  same  department,  as  well  as  full

professor     and     chairman     of     the 

department  of  theatre. 
David  McCants,  chairman  of  the 

department  of  communications  and 

theatre,    complimented  Kenworthy's 


contributions  to  Purdue-Indiana 
Theatre  (PIT).  "I  think  one  of  the 
important  characteristics  of  him  as  a 
teacher  is  that  he  carefully  integrated 
the  academic  and  the  laboratory 
programs  into  the  theatre,"  said 
McCants.  He  added  that  because 
Kenworthy  has  contributed  so  much  to 
PIT,  "we  won't  have  the  depth  or  the 
breadth  in  the  future"  because  of  his 
departure.  "We  won't  have  his  ex- 
pertise," added  McCants. 

Kenworthy's  list  of  ac- 
complishments are  not  confined  to  the 
stage  of  PIT,  however  From  1976  to 
1977,  he  was  acting  dean  of  the  School 
of  Science  and  Humanities  white  the 
school  was  being  organized.  "I  was  its 
first  administrator,"  said  Kenworthy. 
"This  organization  included  chairing 
the  search  for  dean,  establishing  the 
relationship  between  the  dean's  office 
and  the  e'ejjartment  chairpersons, 
guiding  the  academic  implementation 
of  the  trustees'  autonomy  resolution, 
and  assisting  the  faculty  in  creating 
by-laws  for  the  school." 

Kenworthy  has  also  worked  as 
assistant  dean  of  faculty,  acting  vice 
chancellor  and  dean  of  faculty. 

"We're  just  not  going  to  find  one 
person  to  replace  Frank  Kenworthy," 
said  Carnaghi  lauding  his  efforts  at 


IPFW. 

"The  versatility  thing  you  just  don't 
replace,"  continued  Carnaghi,  who  has 
worked  with  Kenworthy  at  IPFW  since 
1980.  "You  don't  find  (that)  in  any  one 
person  You  get  three  or  four  persons 
to  do  the  job." 

Kenworthy  commented  on  the 
university  he  will  be  moving  on  to 
recently.  Southwestern  Missouri  State 
University,  located  in  Springfield, 
Missouri,  originated  in  1906  as  a 
teaching  institution.  "Since  then, "said 
Kenworthy,  "it  has  broadened  Its 
mission  to  (include)  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences  and  professional 
education."  The  university,  the  second 
largest  in  the  state,  presently  has  an 
enrollment  of  16,000  students. 

When  asked  what  he  will  miss  most 
about  IPFW,  Kenworthy  had  one 
answer  "( I  will  miss)  the  people  I've 
gotten  to  know  over  the  years, 
clearly,"  said  Kenworthy  "You  work 
to  solve  the  things  through  the  folks," 
he  continued.  "The  people  have  been 
very,  very  good  to  work  with." 

And  it  appears  that  Kenworthy  will 
be  missed  by  his  colleagues  here  also. 
"We'll  miss  him  qualitatively,"  said 
McCants. 

"He'll  he  sorely  missed,"  added 
Carnaghi. 


Forensic  team  wins  top  honors

The  culmination  of  months  of  effort 
is  approaching  as  the  Indiana-Purdue 
Forensic  League  (I.PF.L)  prepares 
to  travel  to  Bloomsburg,  Penn- 
sylvania, for  a  national  competition 
beginning  on  April  22. 

IPFW  will  be  only  one  of  about  200 
colleges  and  universities  that  will  be 
represented. 

The  I.PF.L.  competed  in  the 
Indiana  State  Individual  Tournament 
in  St.  Mary-in-the- Woods,  Indiana, 
during  (he  weekend  of  March  15  and  16. 
Those  who  placed  in  the  state  com- 
petition will  be  advancing  to  the 
National  Forensics  Association  finals. 
Members  of  the  I.PF.L.  won  many  top 
honors,  including  first  place  awards  in 
Informative  Speaking,  After-Dinner 
Speaking,  Dramatic  Duo,  Prose,  and 
Novice  Prose.  IPFW  fared  well 
against  much  larger  schools  in  the 
state,     among     them,     Indiana     at 


Bloomington,  Notre  Dame,  and  Ball 
State 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  first 
semester,  orators  from  the  I.P.F.L. 
have  been  giving  up  most  of  their 
weekends  in  order  to  travel  and 
compete  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan, 
Ohio,  and  Wisconsin.  Since  many  of  the 
team  members  are  employed,  the 
rigorous  schedule  of  competition 
would  seem  to  present  a  potential 
problem.  However,  Vicki  Karns, 
communications  professor  and 
director  of  the  group  says, 
"Employers  are  generally  very  un- 
derstanding and  supportive  because 
they  realize  that  it  is  necessary  for 
people  to  communicate  effectively  in 
the  workplace." 

Karns,  who  is  the  third  director  of 
the  Indiana-Purdue  Forensic  League 
in  its  six-year  history,  credits  faculty 
dedication,  Students  Government,  and 
individual  team  members  for  the 
success    of    the    organization.    Even 


though  the  various  competitions  take 
up  a  lot  of  time,  Karns  says  to  any 
potential  members,  "You  can  join  and 
put  in  as  much  time  as  you  want ."

The  sweater  looked  so  good 
on  the  rack  The  colors 
would  compliment  your  new 
suit  perfectly  (or  so  you 
hoped).  Your  credit  card 
covered  the  purchase,  and 
the  sweater  was  thrown  in 
the  bag  along  with  the  other 
"too  good  to  resist"  items. 

When  you  got  home,  the 
sweater  was  stuffed  in  your 
drawer.  It  didn't  really  quite 
match  anything  you  had,  but 
you  could  always  find  some 
other  bargain  to  pair  it  with 
later. 

Congratulations!  You  are 
an  impulse  buyer.  But  take 
heart,  you  are  nol  alone. 
About  half  of  all  consumer 
purchases  are  made  on 
impulse  Debtor's 

Anonymous,  a  support  group 
for  latent-impulse  buyers, 
can  give  you  tips  to  help  curb 
that  appetite  for  spending : 

1.  Keep  a  shopping  list 
with  you  at  all  times.  Add  to 
the  list  whenever  you  think 
of  an  item  you  need  or  a  gift 

2.  Keep  a  list  of  the  sizes, 
likes  and  dislikes  of  the 
people  for  whom  you  shop. 

3.  Carry  a  swatch  of  your 
drapery  or  carpet  fabric  if 
you  are  buying  furniture. 

4.  Plan  to  shop  when  you 
are  not  rushed. 

5.  Don't  put  off  buying 
important  items  until  the 
last  minute. 

6  Decide  ahead  of  time  the 
quality  with  which  you  will 
be  most  satisfied  and  the 
quality  which  you  would  be 
least  satisfied  with. 

7.  Before  going  to  the 
store,  know  how  much  you 
can  afford  to  spend. 

8.  Compare  prices,

Americans  are  regaining 
their  old  traditional  values  of 
Ihriftiness  that  have  been 
lost  in  the  last  decade  or  so. 
People  are  more  conscious 
of  the  value  of  the  dollar. 
Consumers  are  buying  fuel 
efficient  cars  and  building 
homes  (hat  are  built  to  be 
energy  sufficient. 


■  Another  way  Americans 
have  become  thrifty  is 
through  coupon  clipping. 
Smart  shoppers  save  an 
average  of  $2.2  billion  a 
year,  the  total  retail  value  of 
coupons  cashed  in  each  year 
in  the  United  States.  Every 
year  for  the  past  four  years, 
membership  in  the  coupon- 
clipper  club  has  risen  almost 
15  percent.  The  average

the  ads.  This  will  help  to 
incorporate  many  of  the 
weekly  specials  into  the 
menu  instead  of  trying  to 
find  coupons  to  fit  what  has 
already  been  planned. 

When  shopping,  Iry  to 
conduct  it  as  a  business 
instead  of  a  pleasure  trip. 
The  more  time  spent  inside 
stores  usually  results  in 
more  impulse  buying  for  the 
shopper
